How often is the highway maintenance man given full credit 
for the work he does, and for the general excellent condition of 
the present day highways, queries the Arkansas Highways. 
To the average layman, driving along a country road after 
a heavy rain, the man driving a truck to which is attached a 
heavy scraper, is often looked on as a nuisance and an impedi­ 
ment to fast traffic. 
However, if it were not for the maintenance man, always on 
the job after rains and during the spring months, the highways 
would be in very poor condition. 
The motorist could then com­ 
plain of poor roacf surfaces, and his trip would be much less en­ 
joyable and assured. 
As it is, the maintenance man has a certain section of high­ 
way to keep in good condition, and this distance is usually oi 
such length that he must be on the job regularly, or he will fail. 
Seldom will you find highways patrolled that are not in excellent 
shape. 
A certain pride in accomplishing his job, keeps the mainten­ 
ance man alert to the details of his position, and if he can keep 
his section in better shape than the adjoining sections, he will 
have a satisfaction in accomplishment that often is second only 
to his wage. 
In every field of endeavor there is a standard by which the 
workers are judged. 
In the highway field, this standard is high, 
but every worker is on his toes to improve the job. 
Every job 
should be a lasting memorial to the men who do the work. 
While every branch of highway building deserves its credit, 
we believe the maintenance man should have special mention— 
his work is not a scheduled proposition. 
Unusual weather con­ 
ditions will make his work doubly hard—he can never tell ahead 
of time what his job will be, washouts, cave-ins, chuck holes, 
cracks in pavements— all must have constant attention for pro­ 
tection of the motorist and to the highway as well. 
The maintenance man does double duty— he guards the safety 
of the traveling public as well as protecting the investment of the 
builders. Give him his just credit.

“So far as the fall in security prices affected more than paper 
quotations, and caused individual losses in the most substantial 
form, it destroyed no factory, it slowed down no productive 
process, it did not affect the harvest of the agricultural south. 
As an observer abroad has remarked, a blister burst on the Amer­ 
ican skin causing a momentary sensation of acute pain, hut indi­ 
cative of nothing deepseated" or serious.” 
President Hoover has declared that “the fundamental busi­ 
ness of the country is on a sound and prosperous basis.” 
As given wide display iii the Sunday edition of the Minne­ 
apolis Journal, Mr. Butterworth in his article sums up his con­ 
clusions by asserting we have been experiencing no “boom times,” 
just normally good business; and there is no cloud on the horizon 
which betokens a period of storm and stress for American busi­ 
ness.
